towards the nearby forest. This was 
repeated several times, but the 
American sentries noticed only 
shabby and, apparently, very clumsy, 
milkmaid, who was very annoyed at 
her cow. 
the sentries, followed by the woman, 
who was muttering 'sullenly about 
the cow being “contrary.” The sen- 
tries were much amused, little think- 
ing: that the cow was only trying to 
avoid the pinches ‘Mrs. Secord: was 
cleverly giving it. 

When the cow ran.into the woods, 
she followed it until she judged she 
was safely beyond the ‘American lin- 
es. Then she milked it to prévent-its 
returning home too soon, hid her pail 
and stool and started out towards 
Beaver Dams. 

Twenty miles along a level, well- 
made road is, not a great task for a 
strong person, but to go twenty mil- 
es through a pathless forest, over 
dangerous swamps and swift, deep 
streams is very different. Trembling 
with fear, with beating heart and 
quick-drawn breath, she pursued her 
way. The sun became hotter and 
hotter; the insects bit and stung 
furiously; her feet were soon torn 
and bleeding from the sharp stones 
and bushes; every moment she 
dreaded discovery, but her great pur- 
pose urged her on. Almost fainting 
with pain and fatigue, the poor wom- 
an sped on hour after hour, fancying 
she saw in every tHicket Indians or 
Americans about to dash out upon 
her. Day waned and night fell with 
all itseadded terrors. By moonlight 
she pressed on, often in doubt of her 
direction, and almost when ‘she fan- 
cied her journey over the war-whoops 
of Indians filled the air. Visions of 
torture rose before her eyes and bit- 
terness at what seemed to be failure 
filled her heart. 

The Indians surrounded her and, 
with great fear, she asked for the 
Canadian camp. Great joy filled her 
heart when she found that the In- 
dians were friendly. They took her 
to Fitzgibbon to whom she repeated 
her story. , 

Preparations for the attack were 
at once begun, and a message was 
sent to Twelve Mile Creek for rein- 
forcements. The Indians were scat- 
tered through the woods to ambush 
the Americans. When they arrived, 
after having fought their way through 
one ambush, the Indians, yelling hor- 
ribly, fired volley after volley -from 
all sides. 

They made such a noise, and fired 
so surely without being seen, that 
the Americans believed they were 
surrounded by hundreds. They fought 
bravely for two hours, but fear at 
last conquered them. While Boer- 
stler was undecided as to a course of 
action, Fitzgibbon appeared with his 
thirty soldiers and demanded their 
surrender. } 

After a few minutes parley, the 
Americans surrendered rather than 
be massacred by the unseen enemy. 
Fartunately, reinforcements came to 
Fitzgibbon and he was able to guard 
his prisoners unfil the articles of sur- 
render were signed. 

Laura Secord lived for many years 
after this, and was greatly honoured 
by both Canada and Great Britain. 
When the late King Edward VII, as 
Prince of Wales, visited Canada he 
found time to go and see this: old 
lady, and to hear. from her own lips 
how she saved her country’ from 
defeat. She died October 16th, 1868, 
and is buried beside her husband in

CREOSOTED FENCE-POSTS | 
OUTLAST CEDAR 


For many years it has been thought 
that the only timber that would give 
a reasonable period of service as 
fence posts was cedar. The Forest 
Products Laboratories, of the Depart- 


ment of the Interior, Canada, state, 
however, that by employing a com- 
paratively simple. method it is pos- 


sible to treat posts of certaim hard- 
woods in such a way that they will 
have a life at least twice as long as 
cedar posts. The preservative effect 
of this treatment is clearly shown in 
fencing erected at the Dominion For- 
estry Branch forest nursery at In- 
dian Head in 1917.

BUDGET PROPOSALS — 
ARE ALTERED BY 
FINANCE MINISTER 


Hon. W. S. Fielding Modifles the Tax 
on Checks, Express Money Orders, 
Etc. 


Ottawa, ‘June 12—Hon. W. Su 
Fielding, minister of finance, tonight 
presented to the ‘house important 
modifications to his. own ‘budget pro- 
posals. The much-discussed tax on 
checks and express money orders, _ as 
was expected, is modified. The or 
iginal rate of two cents per fifty dol- 
lars remains, but’ the maximum of 
the tax will be two dollars. There 
are reductions in the tax on cigar- 
ettes, on soft drinks, on beet sugar, 
on stock transfers, although bonds 
are now included. There is a new 
tax of two cents on receipts of ten 
dollars and over, a change in the 
classification of cigars so as tomake 
the higher paid cigar pay more and 
the cheap cigar a little less. There 
is a readjustment of the automobile 
tax and a change in the regulations 
regarding depreciated currency. 

Mr. Fielding’s announcement ‘was 
preceded by an analysis of criticisms 
of'his financial proposals made _ both 
within and without .the house, He 
spoke feelingly, all the three parties 
giving him their meed of applause, 
of the many kind things said of him 
during the débate in what, as he put. 
it, “might be called the evening of my 
career.’

In these 
timbered areas it is illegal to start 
clearing fires between 15th April and 
15th November, without a _ special
